The  annual  Summer  Music  Clinic  now  being  held  on  the  Brigham 
Young  University  Campus  has  been  termed  an  “outstanding  success” 
by  Richard  E.  Ballou,  director  of  the  Clinic.

Richard  P.  Condie.  director  of  the  world-famous  Mormon  Taber- 
nacle Choir,  conducts  activities  for  all  choral  groups. 

ACCORDING  TO  Mr.  Ballou,  six  bands,  three  orchestrial  groups, 
the  Festival  Clinic  Chorus  and  numerous  small  ensembles  compose  the 
bulk  of  the  clinic. 

“We  are  particularly  pleased  with  the  new  marching  band  class 
held  at  7:30  each  morning  in  the  fieldhouse  parking  lot,”  remarked  Mr.

THE  CAMPUS  MOVIE  made  its 
final  move  to  its  present  location 
in  the  fall  of  1964  when  the  Wilkin- 
son Center  was  completed.  Again 
the  name  was  changed— this  time 
to  “Varsity  Theatre.”
